Bryan Takes Hand in Fight. 
^Former 
Secretary 
Bryan's 
inflticnce 
came openly into tho fight today vhcn 
Representative Bailey, of Pennsylvania, 
gave out a telegi-am from Bi-yan oppos- 
ing the president's position 
and 
sup- 
porting the agitation in congress. 


In tlie senate Senator Lodge openly 
declared his support of the president's 
position. Senator Gore, democrat, intro- 
duced a resolution vrarning 
Americans 
and Senator 
.Tones, republican, intro- 
duced a resolution to require a hrealc in 
diplomatic relations to be referred to 
conjrress. 
There was no discussion. 


The cabinet 
discussed the situation 
thoroughly and officials said the mem- 
bers -were standing solidly behind the 
president. 


Secretary I^ansing said lie had no in- 
formation from Berlin and while report;» 
were discussed that 
Germany 
might 
postpone the operation of the submarine 
campaign, no Í)asis for them was dis- 
closed. 


Clark Quickly Checks It. 


Quick work by Speaker Clark prevent- 
i a threatened discussion in the house 
Boon after it convened. 


Representative Hulbert, of New York 
a democrat, asked unanimous consent for 
printing .50,000 copies of the ISfcLemoro 
resolution. 
Republican I^eader jMann ob- 
jecte<l. Representative Bailey, of Penn- 
sylvania, an ardent supporter of the res- 
ohition and who had a telegi-am from 
Wm. .T. Bryan supporting the agitation 
shouted for recognition. 
Speaker Clark 
banged his gavel, recognized Bepresen- 
tative Fitzgerald, of N"ew York, and 
with Representative Bailey striving to 
be heard, the house passed to other busi- 
ness. Bailey afterward said that he wae 
attempting to read the Bryan telegram. 


President Wilson reiterated his oppo- 
sition to any action in congress warn- 
ing- Americans off armed ships in a con- 
ference early today with Speaker Clark. 
Majority T^eader Kitchin and Ciiairman 
Flood, of the house foreign affairs com- 
mittee, and they in turn told the pres- 
ident that if such a resolution were 
brought to a vote in the house at this 
time it would be passed by a majority 
of two to one. 


The president was unshaken in his 
position that congress sliould take nu 
action embarrassing his contention that 
the 
rights 
of Americans on 
the seas 
must be upheld »t any cost and re- 
peated what he had written last night 
to Senator Stone. 


Admits Situation Serious. 


The house leaders went away telling 
the president nothing would be done to- 
day, but they ventured no predictions 
for the future. They admitted that the 
situation wa-s serious and could not vet 


tell how far tlie sentiment in congreac 
would be swayed by the publication of 
the presidenf.-i views in his letter to 
Senator Stone. 


WIioji tlic conference was over Speak- 
er Clark <faid there was a rumor that 
tîerniiiny wowld postpone the beginning 
uf tlic new 
submarine campaign until 
April, or the middle of March.

Bryan's Telegram to 
Congressman Bailey 


Wa.«hington, Feb. 25.—Telegrams to 
congressmen 
from 
William 
Jennings 
Bryan, supporting the 
movement 
for 
warning Americans off anned ships, be- 
gan 
arriving 
today 
. Representative 
Bailey, of Pennsylvania, 
received 
one 
and planned (.o read it from the floor. 
Repre.sentative Bailey, after a confer- 
ence with Majority l^eader Kitchin, how- 
ever, simplj' made public the telegi'am 
which follows: 


"I honestly hope that congress will 
speedily announce legislation refusing 
passports' to 
Americans 
traveling 
on 
belligerent ships or still better, refus- 
ing clearance to belligerent ships carry- 
ing American passengers. 


"No owner of belligerent ships will 
claim that he has the right to safe- 
guard a contraband cargo with Ameri- 
can lives and no citizen should be per- 
mitted to endanger the peace of the na- 
tion at a time like this. 
Ours is the 
greatest of the neutral nations and will 
probably be the mediator when the time 
comes for mediation. 
It would be a 
crime against civilization 
as 
well 
as 
against our own people to become in- 
volved in this war and thus loan our 
army and navy to a European monarch 
to use in settling his quarrels. 


"If congre.«:s has the right to declare 
war it certainly has the right to pro- 
mote peace by restraining citizens from 
taking 
unnecessary 
risks. 
A 
mayor 
keeps the people of his city out of the 
danger zone during a 
riot. 
Can our 
government afford to do less when the 
world is in 
riot?" 


"That is right," Representative Bailey 
quoted Mr. Kitchin as saying when he 
read the telegram.

HERMAN H. SCDNELKER 


OF NEWJilllEII, OEM 


Prominent 
Allen 
County 
Man Passes Away at Age 
of 85 Years. 


Following an illness of three weeks 
due to bronchial pneumonia, Herman H. 
Schnelker, a resident of Allen county 
for 65 years and one of the 
widest 
known men of this section of the coun- 
try, passed away at 1:30 o'clock Friday 
morning at tho family home near New 
Haven at the advanced age of 85 years. 
Tho news of his death will come as a 
shock to his many friends and acquaint- 
ances. • 


Born in Hanover Germany, August 
13, 1831, he came to this country when 
he was nineteen years of age. 
He came 
directly- to Fort Wayne but threo years 
later moved to New Haven where he 
engaged in the grocery business. 
Sev- 
eial years later he embarked 
in 
the 
stave manufacturing business in part- 
nership with George W. Hall and Col. C. 
E. Briant. 
In 1870 he purchased the 
interests of the two other members of 
tho firm. He then formed a partnership 
with his brother, Bernard, and John and 
Anthony Bengnot, who conducted three 
mills in New Haven. and one in Fort 
Wayne. 


Following the death of his brother 
and after disposing of his interests in 
Fort Wayne to the Bengnot brothers he 
sold his interests in the factory to H. 
F. Schnelker and company, in 1880. He 
then purchased a farm in Adams town- 
ship, south of New Haven where he re- 
tired from active work to spend the re- 
mainder of his days in quietness. 


ISIr. Schnelker was an ardent worker 
in the democratic party and held many 
positions of trust both by appointment 
and election. 
He was a m e m W of the 
>St. John's Catholic 
church, 
of 
New 
Haven and was tlie last of the thirteen 
charter members of St. John's Benevo- 
lent league. 


His wife and two children, Mrs. J. J. 
Lee and Mrs. William Voors preceded 
him in death. 
Surviving he leaves the 
following children: 
Bernard Schnelker, 
of Detroit, and IMrö. John Zurbuch, Ed- 
ward, William, Herman, Alban a«! Mrs.

Grown Prince's Army Has Driven Vast 
Wedge Into French Lines North 
of Famous Stronghold 


Today's War News 
¿iven in Summary 


In their driving offensive for Vei- 
dun the armies of the German crowa 
prince have pushed a vast wedge i n t j 
the French lines north of the fortress 
until they are 
almost 
under the 
guns of some of the outlying forts 
and within five and a half miles of 
Verdun itself. 


In the sector stretching from Bra- 
bant to Beaumont, where the heav- 
iest 
fighting 
has taken place, the 
German center already has battered 
its way more than three miles sout»t 
of its former position. 
Both sides 
have suffered tremendous losses in 
killed and wounded during the fight- 
ing over this ground and the Frencn 
have also lost heavily in prisoners, 
the latter now numbering more than 
10,000, according to Berlin, the tak- 
ing of 7,000 being announced today. 


In 
their 
southward 
drive 
the 
crown prince's forces have captured 
no less than nine villages and for- 
tified farms, successively occupying 
Haumont, 
Samogneux, 
Brabant, 
Omes, Beaumont, Chambrettes, Mor- 
lont, 
LaCotellate 
and 
Champne;,- 
ville, while their vanguard now oc- 
cupies the ridge on the outskirts of 
Loudemont, about five and a half 
miles 
from 
Verdun. 
The German 
lines 
along 
the 
ridge 
between 
Champneuville and 
Lpudemont, ai.i 
but slightly 
more 
than two miles 
from Fort De Vacherauville. 


Operations in other war fields are 
overshadowed by the great Germau 
offensive in the west, but there is in- 
terest in the Turkish announcement 
of another attempt by the British to 
advance below Kut-el-Amara, on the 
Tigris.

At that time he w»9 
commander of the cruiser Hansa. 


He was chief of the first squadron 
from 1909 to 1912. when he was relieved 
from active sea duty.. He was ennobled 
in 1913. Admiral von Pohl resumed ac- 
tive duty at the outbreak of the war. 
although suffering from an incurable dis- 
ease. Knowing himself to bo doomed h« 
remained at his post untit forced by ill 
ness to retire. 


DIMINISHING IN VIOLENCE. 


Fighting North of Verdun Lessens, De- 
clares Paris.

in violence, the war office annoimced to- 
day. 
No attack by the Germans was 
attempted last night. 


The official statement admits that tin 
French have fallen back to the rear of 
Beaumont. 


German troops taking ])art in the op- 
erations before Verdun were given to 
under.'itand that this was to be the last 
and 
the 
real offensive against France, 
according to statements made by pris- 
oners reported in the I'aris newspapers 
this morning. 
Tlie follo\ving phrase »a 
quoted from an order published by Gen. 
von Deimling on the eve of the Verdun 
battle: 
"In the com-se of the last ot- 
tensive against France I hope that the 
Fifteenth army corps will distinguish 
itself as it has done in the pa.it."

Gno of'the faults of the last campaign 
in New York, Mrs. Catt declared, was 
the sense of impending defeat felt by 
some of the women. .

MSSON T E X T - A c t s «. 
QOIiDEJN TEXT—Bear ye one anothnr's 
burdens, and so iumil the law of Christ.— 
pal. 6:2. 


It would be a source of great bless- 
ing if every teacher and scholar would 
read through the book of Acts several 
times during the year. Such reading 
will give vision, inspiration and a 
more comprehensive idea of the con- 
tinuation of what Jesus "began" and 
which record is not yet fully written. 
The time of this lesson is about A. D. 
36, though Ramsey places it at 32, 33; 
and the place, the city of Jerusalem. 


I. The Occasion, vv. 1-2. For a time 
the preaching of the Gospel of Jesus 
continued in Jerusalem, but soon the 
pressure of circumstances thrust it 
forth 
as 
prophesied 
(1:8). 
There 
were two groups of men in the early 
church: those who had been bom in 
Judea who spoke Hebrew (Aramaic), 
and those born in foreign cities and 
who spoke the Greek language. Trou- 
ble arose over the distribution of funds 
among certain of the dependent wid- 
ows—the text suggests "secret dis- 
pleasure." There was imperfection, 
selfishness, suspicion and Jealousy in 
that early church. 


II. The Method, vv. 3, 4. It does not 
appear that God gave the church a 
cut and dried program according to 
which it must act. Certainly 
the 
church had no precedent to follow, 
and step by step God was developing 
it. This lesson gives us a suggestion 
of those steps: 
(1) 
As the occasion 
demanded, (2) 
The'Apostles refused 
to diminish their praying and preach- 
ing, literally it was "not pleasing" to 
God for the Apostles to "serve tables." 
Such work must be done, certainly, 
but it was not to be done by these 
God-appointed and selected leaders, 
their duty was clearly stated. 
The 
minister's business is praying and 
ministering the word. These things 
should fully engage his attention, and 
In them he is "to continue steadfast- 
ly." The fninister cannot manifestly 
"know more about books than the 
schoolteacher; 
more about politics 
than the politician; more about med- 
icine than the doctor; 
more about 
psychology than the college profes- 
sor." No, that is out of the question, 
though he should be intelligent in 
these lines. But he should be pre* 
eminent in prayer and in the minis- 
try of the word, and furthermore ha 
should preach that word pre-eminent- 
ly. 
(3) The church, not the apos- 
tles, must needs select these new of- 
ficials. 
(4) The 
qualifications 
ot 
these men, who were thus to care 
for these temporal affairs, were (a) 
"men of good report," not those bear- 
ing doubtful reputations, nor chosen 
because they were rich or shrewd in 
business, 
(b) "full of the spirit." It 
demands the Spirit-filled man to look 
after 
financial 
affairs as certainly as 
It does to teach or preach the word, 
(c) "full of wisdom." 
Men of com- 
mon sense, a quality often sadly lack- 
ing 
among 
spiritually-minded 
men. 
Men meeting such qualifications will 
be men of "the spirit of power, of 
love, and of a sound mind" 
(literally 
sound sense). 
(II Tim. 1 : 7 ) . 


III. The Method of Choosfng, vv. 5, 6. 
(1) The people did the choosing. T h e 
early church seems to have been re- 
markably democratic. 
(2) The choice 
was made after, and not before, pray- 
er had been offered. 
This is a sug- 
gestion and a warning for present-day 
practice of choosing church officials.' 
(3) It was a legal selection, not the! 
selection of a minority, and it 
was' 
confirmed 
by the 
laying on of 
the, 
hands of the apostles. 
I 


IV. The Result, vv. 7, 8. First of all 
upon the people. 
(1) The word "in- 
creased."(2) The number of disciples 
"multiplied greatly," and (3) Some of, 
the priests of the Jews were "obedi-" 
ent to the faith." 
Secondly, the re- 
sult in . the lives of the thus chosen 
and Spirit-anointed men gave evidence 
of the good hand of God. They were 
"full of grace" (Eph. 4:9, Acts 15:15) ; i 
they were "full of power" (1:8). 
The 
first two of them soon became great, 
and mighty preachers as well. 
In- 
deed as far as we can read they even 
outstripped the apostles themselves 
In real achievement for God. 
Ste- 
phen, of course, stands out pre-emi- 
nently. His character is suggested in 
verse eight. He was (a) "full of faith," 
(b) "full of the Holy Spirit," (c) "full 
of grace" (R. V.), (d) "full of power." 
How sad it is that so frequently our 
churches fail to make a wise and 
spirit-led choice of its leaders, and are 
content with few, or perhaps none, be- 
ing added to its membership. 


No man is fit to be an ofiQcer in the 
church of Christ unless he is filled 
with the Holy Spirit, (Acts 1:8, Luke 
24:49). 


Such a man will always stir up op- 
position of the powers of evil, even 
as did Stephen. 


Those who opposed Stephen were 
moral and religious men (t. 9). Fre- 
quently the opposition a Spirit-filled 
man encounters is not from the im- 
moral, the worldly, or the utterly un- 
godly: 
but those who stand 
out 
against him, and reason against him 
(•. 10), and often seek to kill bin) 
are moral and religious men.

Suva, Fiji Islands, Jan. 15.— (Corre- 
spondence of The Associated 
Press).— 
How the war impresses a South 
Sea 
.islander, the only native Fijian who has 
actinilly been at the fighting front, is 
indicated in a letter received here from 
Chief 
Sakuiia, who was a 
student 
at 
Oxford university when the war broke 
out and who enlisted in the French for- 
eign legion. 


"Hundreds are here," says he in his 
letter from the front, "who cannot shoot 
to hit a house, and 
they 
have been

that is, the gas which they invented in 
Germany. 
Comparatively 
speaking, 
it 
is sweet to read the accounts of the 
Avar, but the trail of it here crushes the 
soul. 
The 
trail of a hurricane 
there 
with/you is merely a storm. Here Degei 
(God) alone can compreherid it. 


"Oni? thing I smiled at frequently, and 
felt great pity about. 
Some old men 
and 'grannies' in the north when som.i 
of their houses stood alone refused to 
leave them. 
Thev continued to occupy 
their homes along with their dogs, fowls, 
horse and cows. 
I asked a couple whv 
they had not lied,, and they answere 1 
thev were too old,rand death did not 
matter to them. 
In another case the 
owner remained in his house while our 
trenches lay at the back of his house, 
and the enemy's trenches were only 30

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"Pork" and Public 
Projects 


Regardless of whether the expenditure is wise or unwise and 
Whether or not it is justified by the needs of public business, it baa 
come t^ pass that every congressional appropriation for public work 
of any character in any locality is at once greeted by the cry of 
"Pork!" from those envious and disappointed souls who have been 
unable to land for their own particular locality some chenshed dream 
of similar sort. The "congressional pork barrel" is assumed 'to be 
the receptacle from which statesmen in the clamorous national grab- 
bag game-are snatching the appropriations that will make them solid 
with the folk at home and contribute materially to the return of the 
ïtatesmen for further occupancy of their congressional berths. 


In this connection a candidate for nomination to congress from 
the Indianapolis district has taken hold of the "pork" question in 
courageous and engagingly frank manner. He asserts that every city 
of large size should be -keen to get.any advantage to be had for its 
commercial, industrial and financial betterment ai}d that it is the 
plain and legitimate duty of the congressman to insist upon getting 
everything justifiable and possible in the way of government help 
and federal investment for his home district. "If I go to congress," 
he declares, " I will fight first, last and all thé time for pork barrel 
favors for Indianapolis. 
Call it pork baiTel or slaughter house, yet 
Indianapolis needs an active young man in congress that will fight all 
the time for advantages to this city." 


Perhaps the candor of this ambitious young man is more to be 
admired than his judgment, and yet he is leading a fight against a 
false characterization of many projects and many appropriations that 
ought to be made. Manifestly there has been much wastefulness in 
expenditure on government projects. The appropriation for a $50,- 
000 postoffiee building in a $1,000 town and the providing of un- 
counted thousands of dollars for the improvement of a dinky little 
glream on which traffic is so nearly negligible as to be laughable may 
fairly be denounced as not only "pork ban-el" legislation but any- 
thing as much worse than that as one can call to mind at the moment. 
The point in the thing is that there should be some discrimination be- 
tween the really meritorious projects justified by public needs and by 
busines sense and those which have as their sole purpose the exploit- 
' ing of the public treasury and the advancement of personal interest. 
It should be possible for the congressman to come forward with an 
appeal for every legitimate cause in his district without subjecting 
himself to a running fire of "pork barrel" cries from the opposition.

New Law to Benefit Million 
Factory Employes in 
Japan. 


Tokio, Jan. 18.—(Correspondence 
of 
The Associated Press).—Social'reform- 
ers are expressing satisfaction over the 
putting into operation of a new law, 
by which something like a million Jap- 
anese factory workers will bo benefited. 


The new law applies to some 11,001) 
factories employing ordinarily not fewer 
than 15 operatives, or those enjiaged in 
dangerous or injurious work. 
The main 
features of the bill are the prohibition 
of child labor in any heavy work; tho 
prohibition 
of 
employment

male 
workers under 15 years, and females of 
any age for more than 12 hours in a 
single day - and the prohibition of the 
employment of 
male operatives und»'r, 
I.') and all females between the hpiirs of 
10 p. m. and 4 a. m., except in excep- 
tional cases, when speedy execution of 
a, contract on hand is required. 


Furthermore, factory owners are re- 
quired to give at least 2 holidays a 
month to male operatives undèr Ifi and 
to all fsraalesv with the undemtaading 
that this number is to <be doubled >in

ditions are dangerous or 
hygienically 
harmful. 


Another provision is that ih the case 
of injury or death 
of the operative 
through no gross fault of his own, the 
owner of the factory shall give relict' 
to the operative or kis family. 
The 
regulations also provide a tine for vio- 
lation of the law. 


The bill was originally 
promulgated 
in the form of an imperial ordinance in 
1911 but its enforcement had been post- 
poned until now on the ground of a 
lack of appropmtion required for the 
establishment of the factory departmenl 
of the government and the payment of 
officials necessary to supervise tiie oper- 
ation of the law. 
When the biU \\-a8 
adopted it was severely criticiTOd on 
the ground' that it did not sufBcicittly 
meet the evils of the child factory sys- 
tem. 
Some of the provisions have been 
revised since that time and the bill is 
more satisfactory in its present form 
to the Japanese people who are insist- 
ing upon social reform. 


In connection with the new rejpil»- 
tions the f<ovcmmcnt is |irepimn)C_ to 
draft atld enforce new c<^nditions per- 
taining to the control of minioif *rith a* 
view to imorove the conditions of work 
in mines where,fire danips

"When it is considered," the report of 
the service states, "that thousands of 
persons suffering with trachoma, a dan- 
gerous contagious disease, would other- 
wise remain untreated, it is realized how 
far-reaching results have been obtained 
througli these trachoma hospital^ and 
the other miblic health work done in 
this connection. 
It would be impossible 
to estimate Avith any degree of accuracy 
the number of people who have beon 
saved from contracting this communi- 
cable disease by thus removing tbcoe 
thousands of foci of infection." 


In addition to treating persons with 
the disease 
the 
hospitals 
have 
been 
used for educational work. 
Doctors and 
nurses have visited the homes of the 
patients and have explained how to pre- 
vent the development and recuiTencs of 
the disease. 
One thousand three hun- 
dred and eight 
such 
visits were made 
during the year in Kentucky alone. 
"It 
ha.s taken some time," the report con- 
tinues, "to educate the people afflicted 
with this disease to t h e importance of 
cleanliness "and the use of simple hy- 
¡.'ienic measures 
in 
their 
daily 
life." 
Tliat results have been obtained is evi- 
denced by the noticeably better obrerv- 
ancp of hygienic precautions by 
those 
among whom the work has been done.

OLDER MEN DOIHG 
VAST M III WAR 


Austro-Hungarian Press is 
Finding Them of Much 
Service. 


dealt out heavier blows. 


Excepting bone fractures and rery 
serious internal wounds, tho old soldier 
gives no more trouble than tho young 
one to the medical service. 
Authorities 


are of the opinion that the smaller per- 
centage of sick among the older troops 
counterbalances wholly what little sur- 
gical difficulty they give. 


It is declared by the writer that even 


after the "ar, the man ovor fifty in 
Europe will occupy a more important 
position in the industrial and commer- 
cial fields than he has done in two de- 
cades. 


Vienna, Jan. 16.—-(Ckirrespondcnce of 
The Associated Press).—The calling to 
the colors of men between the ages of 
lit'ty and fifty-iivo, has caused the dis- 
cuasion in the Austro-Hungarian press 
of what the older meu have done in 
this war. 


Tho view had been generally held 
that the man at iifty had passed into 
old age, so far as military value was 
concerned, but the war is said to have 
proven that this position is untenable. 


It is admitted that in trades and oc- 
cupations requiring physical dexterity, 
the man over fifty is apt to be a fail- 
ure, though the well-preserved woiker 
of that age is generally still capable of 
great endurance. 


The experience in the array is thafc 
men up to thirty are generally less 
hardy than, men «p to fifty. In addi- 
tion to being as yet far from "physi- 
cally set," that is entirely beyond tbu 
groAving stage, the young men often 
reduce their endurance 
and 
physical 
viiipr, generally by incorrect eating. Old- 
er men are not in the habit of doing 
this, it is asserted. 


But the young men sin also in other 
respects. 
Of£en they are indifferent to 
htCrdship when 
they should not be; 
while the older men see to it that theii 
feet are always 
dry and warm, the 
younger soldiers overlook this habitu- 
ally. 


With tho officers, the older soldier ¡s 
tho fiivoritc. Not only does he give less 
trouble io the sanitary department, but 
his riper mind understands more read- 
ily the purposes and necessity of mili- 
tar:^ discipline. 


An Austrian colonel with whom this 
subject was discussed said that older 
troops, needed little application of dis- 
cipline, because their natural conduct as 
grown men was discipline in itself. He 
had seen no difference in the fighting 
qualities of young and > older troops, he 
said, but he himself would always pre- 
fer to lead meU' over the ago of thirty, 
five. 


Of very young troops, the colonel had 
a poor opinion. In trench warfare their 
value was not high. 
Constant reitera > 
tion of commands and orders was the 
lot of the pfficcr who commanded 
"young bloods," while the , officer lu 
charge of older troops could count on 
having orders carried.out as soon as- 
they^were given..

of the ground. 


If the lawn has not already been fei- 
tilized, some form of commercial fertil- 
izer should be used at once. Manure ap- 
plied this late will not be effective in 
most cases. 
Ground bone is probably 
the best fertilizer to use, although tank- 
age and fish scraps, some of which, hoft • 
eVer, have an 
unpleasant 
smell, 
also 
give good results. 
Prepared sheep ma- 
nure is an excellent fertilizer for use 
at this seasoi!. 
Cottonseed meal where 
obtainable «t a low enough pricc may 
be used to advafitage. 
In 
connection 
with these fertilizers, however, it is de- 
sirable to use some wood ashes or other 
fertilizer contaijiing potash. 
As fertiliz- 
ers with this element are unusually high 
priced this year, the jiatural inclination 
will be to use minimum quantities. With 
soils that have been well fertilized i:t 
the past, failure to use a normal amount 
of potash will probably not affect the 
lawn badly in one season. 
These fei- 
tilizers should be applied at the earliest 
possible moment. 


Temptation to get on the lawn and 
clean it up is strong as soon as tlie 
tsnow is gone and the weather Iicgins to 
settle. 
Impatience, however, should lio 
curbed until the ground is settled fair- 
h- well so that footmarks will not show 
in the turf. 
^VHiere a lawn has been 
trampled 
down 
during the winter oi 
played upon when it was soft in winter 
or early spring, the owner should take 
steps to compact 
its 
surface at 
the 
earliest possible moment. This compact- 
ing, however, should not be done imtil 
all trash has been removed. 
As soon 
as the ground is sufficiently settled so 
that a rake does not dig into the turf, 
the owner should rake it gently with 
a 
wooden-toothed 
rake. 
Frequently, 
however, all that 
is necessary 
is 
to 
pick off the litter. 
If a lawn has been 
covered with manure in the fall, it will 
be necessary to break the manure up 
with a rake in the spring, and remove 
some of the coarser portions. 
A wooden 
rake is best for this purpose, as it will 
leave so mjjch more of the fine material 
upon the ground. 


Do not rake off so much of the manura 
that the lawn will have a thoroughly 
clean 
appearance. 
All 
of -the 
fine 
manure 
that 
the 
summer 
growth 
of 
grass can possibly hide should be left. 
It 
is surprising how much litter the 
grass will obscure,in a lawn, as one or 
two heavy rains will beat down a quan- 
tity of 
such 
material. 


Before freezing weather 
is 
entirely 
over, fresh grass seed should be sown, 
for it must be remembered that 
only 
by repeated applications of grass seed 
can a good lawn be produced. 
The or- 
dinary seeding of grass on a new lawn 
is 1 pound of seed to every 400 square 
feet—that is, to a piece 20 feet square. 
For reseeding a lawn, one-tenth to one- 
half of this amount should, be used, ac- 
cording to the (5ondition of the 
lawn 
at the time. 
For the northern part of 
the I'nited States, Kentucky blue grass 
and red top are the standard varieties. 
However, Vviiero there are many 
bare 
spaces it will be found well to use some 
white 
clover. 
About 
one-tenth 
the 
quantity 
of 
clover 
as 
of 
the 
other 
trra-sses mentioned will be required. 


Probably as good a time as any to 
apply grass seed will be some morning 
when the ground is frozen, so that when 
the gfround thaws during the middle of 
the day tlie .sown seed will be covered 
sufficiently to germinate well. The most 
successful seeding is that done 
while 
the ground is freezing a little each night 
and thawing again in the 
day 
time. 
Many 
people have success in 
sowing 
grass seed upon a light snowfall at a 
time when the snow J s likely soon to

With either of these 
methods, 
however, there is danger that birds wiil 
e^at some of the seed before it is covered 
in the soij. 
In spite of this.| however, 
there is a bettor eliance, of getting a 
good lawn by these methods than when 
the send is sowti on land that v"i'l not 
quickly cover it. 


The last operation in the preliminary 
spring care of a lavrn !s to give it a 
good rolling. 
This rolling which shoKl 
be done with as heavy a roller as can 
be handled, should not be begun, how- 
ever, until after the lawn is dry enough 
so that the roller passes over it without 
sinking at any point below the general 
level. 
If th« land is too wet the roller 
will 
leave 
depressions. 
This 
rolling 
should be done Just as soon as the land 
is dry enough to permit it, as rolling 
compacts the soil about the roots of the 
plants, brings them into closer contact 
with the soil, and gives them a better 
opportunity to make a <)uick start as 
soon as weather conditions are favoi 
able. - 


(Trass cutting 
should begin just 
as 
soon as the lawn mower can get a good 
hold. 
The very early cutting may be 
made with the lawn mower set close to 
the ground. 
As soon as the gi'owth of 
grass becomes a little less vigornus, the 
mower should he set just as liigh as 
possible. 
This high cutting should be 
done as frequently as though the grass 
were being cut shorter.

bank, fell into 
the 
clutches of the law—a 
lone, 
almost 
friendless man accused of a 
peniten- 
tiary offense. 


Five years ago Lorimer's friends Avore 
myriad, his influence powerful, his fin- 
ances apparently unboimden, his rpi)u- 
tation that "his word is as good as his 
bond." 


Today this same man is on trial on 
a charge of bank-wrecking, in the same 
building where four gunmen are being 
tried for holding up a bank.

Lorimer

His '"bond" fell flat iwhen the 
great bank was closed with 
loss of 


more than $4,000,000 to creditors and 
depositor«.

Yet if "Bill'' Lorimer is worried, he 
doesn't ¿ n l 
it. 


"I feel lust like I look," was Lorimer's 
only, answer to questions when he went 
on trial. 
And he looked just the same 
as he did when elected senator 
more 
than five years ago. 


His hair retains its color, his face its 
clearness of comple.xion, his step 
the 
same firmness, his bearing the same 
nity. 
He has grown, perhaps, a little 
more rob^ist; 


Lorimer's associate, C'harle.s B. Mun- 
day, vice president of the La.Salle Street 
bank, stands convicted of conspiracy to 
wreck the bank. 
The prosecution 
in- 
sists that as president Lorimer 
knew 
the bank was insolvent and still 
per- 
mitted deposits to be «ccepted. 


That his client never participated in 
the 
management 
of 
the 
bank, 
never 
knew of the loans, and neVer received 
reports of its condition, is tlie <Iefen.se 
set up by ^Lorimer's lawyer. 
Mnnday 
assumed responsibilifv for all the bank.; 
affairs, in his o«n testimony, and this 
will play a strong part in the Lorimer 
defense. 


SUFFER A SHOmiieE 
in lEUIID COFFEE 


War-Bound 
Powers 
All 
Note Shrinkage in These 
Table Beverages. 


A^'ashinírton, D. C., Feb. 2.3.—"With 
their j)orts of import cipsed and their 
trade with neighboring neutral ports re- 
stricted, there mu.st be a certain short- 
age in the lands of the war-bound pow- 
ers in tea and coffee, the twin harbing- 
ers of day 
throughout 
the 
civilized 
world. 
With the exception of Russia, 
all parts of Europe begin the day witu 
coffee, just as does this country. 
The 
Kussian 
day 
begins, and 
steci)s, 
and 
ends in tea. 
The (jierman day begins 
in coffee and ends in tea and laeer. 
l)i 
Austria, as in France, the day 
runs 
from a pot of coffee to a demi-tasse. 
In 
Turkey, coffee takes the place of the 
soda fountain and the saloon, beginning 
and ending all things. 
A shortage in 
these two most widely accepted drinks 
must work a considerable di^ount upon 
comfort." 
In these words the National 
Geographic society begins a pleasing lit- 
tle story of the coffee pot and the tea 
urn in their relations to the European 
war and to the comfort of 
humanity. 
The story then goes on: 


"The people of the world 
annually 
consume more than two and one-hali 
billion pounds of coffee—ent)ugh to load 
a train of cars reaching from Philadel- 
phia to Pittsburg. 
Three-fo\irths of this 
is grown in Brazil, a country that has 
become 
rich 
from its coffee industry 
alone. 
Europe and North America bear 
approximately the-same relation to the 
consumption of • coffee that Brazil does 
to its production, these two continents 
using nearly four-fifths of all the coffee 
the/world produces. 


"Holland is the greatest coffee-drinft- 
ing nation on the globe. 
It uses 15 1-8 
pounds per capita annually, while we 
use 9% pounds, Germany 
pounds, 


Austria-Hungary 2 2-5 pounds, and the 
United Kingdom 2-3 of a pound. 
On 
the other hand, we use less than one 
pound 
of tea per 
capita, where 
the 
United 
Kingdom 
uses 
nearly 
seven 
pounds. 
Canada is 
about 
two-thirds 
English and one-third American in its 
use of coffee and tea; it shows a de- 
cided' preference for tea, but drinks less 
of.it than the mother country, making 
up the difference with coffee. The Ger- 
mans and the Austrians use only a neg- 
ligible quantity of tea. 


"The coffee plant is a'^hrub, which, 
under cultivation,, grows from 4 to, 6 
feet high. 
In its wild state it grows 
three or four times as high as in its 
cultivated state. 
The dwarfing of the 
plant increases the crop and facilitates 
picking. 
The leaves are of a fresh green 
color; the flowers are white and have an 
odor stroifely. resembling jasmine. 


"The green coffee berry of commerce 
is nothing more nor less than the seeds 
of the coffee 'cherry.' 
These''cherries' 
turn crimson on ripening. 
They 
are 
then picked, the pulp is taken off by 
machipery, and the two kusks which lie 
between the pulp and the seeds them- 
selves are removed. 
The coffee has to 
be thoroughly dried before the husks 
can be taken off, and on many planta- 
tions there are whole acres of concrcte 
floors for this drying process. 


"When run through machinery for the 
removal of the husks, these lattey are 
blown away like chaffy and the coffee 
grains are nm over Jsieves so arranged 
as to grade tbcni an^ biiig.them accord- 
intr to siise, ready to be/shipped to the 
world's i n a r k e t » . •

"The leave.s are first dried in the sun 
in the case of the black tea, and in pans 
over, fire in the ca.se of the green tea.

fermented, then iircd, and finally sorted. 
Green tea is withered again following th'i 
rollini.' process, .sorted into bag-s, and 
then slowlv roasted.

"In China most of the tea gardens are 
small, each farmer producing enong-h for 
the consumption of his own family, and 
a little surplus which ho sends to mar- 
ket. 


"The denartment 
of afrricultnre has 
interested itself in the production of tea 
in this country, and has issued a bulle- 
tin whicli reveals the fact that in South 
Carolina and elsewhere on the southern 
Atlantic seaboard America has proved 
a successful grower of this plant."

Crassus won his place in history as 
Rome's richest 
eitiv.en. 
That he laid 
the foundation of his fortune by adjust- 
ing fire losses was told to the house 
military 
affairs committee by former 
iSecretarv of the Interior Walter Fislier 
in a speech about |)reparedne3s the other 
day. 
It seems that Rome had no fire 
department, 
Crassusi conceived tho bril- 
liant idea of organizing 
his 
personal 
retinue into a fire brigade,' .Houses in 
Rome were then mostly built of wood, 
and fires were frequent, 
Crassus, set 
up lookout stations throughout the eit.v 
and whenever a house was discovered 
on fire—and he took pains to see to it 
that fires were frequent, so 'tis said— 
liis fire brigade was first on the job and 
he was there with it, dickering 
with 
the owner for fhe sale of his place. If 
the owner parted with it on favorable 
terms 
the fire was put out rather 


promptl.v. 
The same an'angement was 
made often with surrounding propert.y. 
Thus Crassus becanle the largest real 
estate owner in Rome. 
When it wa.s 
proiJosed in the Roman senate to set up 
a municipal fire department, the Cras- 
sus-influenced senators objected strong- 
ly,

they were in favor of some such act, 
even though it meant the repudiation 
of the president and the administration. 


Senator Stone's letter to which the 
president replied revealed that the Mis-

ate, apparently prepared himself to sup- 
port the various pending proposals. 


He told of his efforts to prevent any

The President's Letter. 
The letter from the president followa:

Seventy-nine 
years ago—before the war, 
^ ^ ^ 
^ ^ ^ before 
even 
the Mexican 


^ni^ijL is a v ^ ^ o n g time, as time is counted 
In these rushing days. 


Eighty years ago, in the Kentucky mountains, 
a great deal of land was required to fill the 
wants of pioneers. 
Space! That was what they 
refiulred. 
In Kentucky all the valleys were 
Boon claimed. 
They 
thought 
Kentucky was 
crowded, and so men began to keep their ears^ 
open for stories of a new land. 
What 
they 
wanted was a place that 
did not 
take 
too 
strenuous an effort to clear, but one that at the 
eame time was suited to settlement. 
So stories 
of men who had been beyond the, Mississippi 
were paseed around by the llglit of the friendly 
fire, while men smoked their corn-cob pipes 
and told their jokes. 


So it was that every day, after the sap had 
frcgun to run In the trees and In men's veins, 
dozens of prairie wagons lurched across the old 


trails—some of ihem foilowinff the beaten path. 
Borne of them blazing new trails into the silent, 
gloomy, bilt hope-inspiring wilderness^ 


In the latfe winter of 1836, the call came to 
a young Kentuckian, who needed land for his 
new family. 
He loved Kentucky, and was re- 
luctant to leave. But the call of the new coun- 
try was too strong. 
One night, the last before 
tho start, he sat by' . his 
father's 
fireplace, 
thinking. 
A group of neighbors had gathered 
in its warmth to bid him good-by. Suddenly he 
said: 


"Yes, I'm going—because I think it's 
the 
thing to do. 
6ut I'll take one thing with m.e 
from old Kentucky, and as long as I live I'll 
keep It." 


'•What's that?" some one asked, curiously. 


Next morning, R. D. Duckwortli and liis wll'e, 
taking wagon, guns, tjie kettles, and axes, and 
children, packcd these necessities of pioneer 
life and started across tVie mountains. 


Swinging under the bed of the wagon was an 
iron kettle carrying the coals from his father's 
fire. 
This he fed at intervals with gieat care. 
Aside from sentiment it was a great conveni- 
ence, ready at noon or hight, or at any stop, 
to break the gloom and cook the food. 


As on they went 
it swung cheerfully from 
the back of the wa^on. 
And as they advanced 
further into the wilderness, it took on even 
more importance, if that were possible. 
It was 
harder and haider to make fire, for the "punk" 
that was used to catch from a spark was not 
easy to find in a hurry. 
And often dry ^indling 
was not easy to find. ^ 


So the fire was carefully watched and fed, 
and never allowed to go out. 


Every night the family w^ould kindle a great 
blaze, with the help of a modest little brand 
from the old-fashioned, shallow, broad-topped 
iron kettle. 
Then the squirrels, which the men 
had brought down during the day, would be 
broiled, and the famous Kentucky corn-pone 
baked, and the children would be rounded up 
ftnd fed, while the dogs sniffed hungrily at the 
cheerful savory odors that rose from around 
the 
fire. 
And In the distance might be seen 
the gleam of ^ pair of savage eyes^'and one 
could hear thè faint howl of a savage beast. 


Frightened away by the sight of the fire, they 
kept at a respectful distance. 


The family often was followed great distances 
by Indians, but never molested otherwise. Hav- 
ing arrived. In Missouri, after a long, weary 
march behind the slow-plodding ox-team, they 
settled In Spring Hill Township, In Livingston 
Crtunty. 


There they tied the oxen, unloaded the chll- . 
dren, and, leaving their household goods In tliie 
wagon—for that would be their only home for 
some time to come—they took their axes .aiid 
began to clear a place In the wilderness. 


Always tit" «arly pioneers were obliged to

hew their way through forests, bee;; use only 
where the forests grew—that is, on the hillsides 
-could they be sure of a supply of runnfng 
water. 
So they fell to and cleared a spot wide 
enough, for a patch of corn and a cabin. 


But before they did that they did something 
else. 
They took down the old kettle from the 
back of the wagon, put it away against the 
time when they should want to swing it from 
the crane on the hearth, and lit from it the big 
fire that was to be kept till they were under a 
roof and in front' of a real' fireplace. 


Then they went down and made the woods 
ring with the ax strokes—the strokes of the 
axes which that same fire had helped to forge. 
They hewed the logs, and no' lumber was used. 
It was such a' long way to a saw mill! It was 
so hard to get to one, fording the rivers and 
plodding miles through the wilderness, 
with 
the logs dragging behind on chains. 
So they 
put the framework of tree trunks In place for 
the cabin, and dressed by hand 
the walnut 
floors and walnut beams that support the ceil- 
ing in the Duckworth cabin to this day. 


•They plastered the cracks with mortar and 
built a rough stone 
fireplace. 
The few homely 
household articles they had brought with them 
—the splint-bottomed cfiairs, and the spinning 
wheel, t*iey placed inside. 
The kitchen knives 
and spoons were arranged on a home-made 
cupboard. 
And then—they took the fire, which 
had come all the way ^ o m Kentucky In tlie old 
kettle, and had since burned In log-heapa, to 
the new-laid wood on. the hearth. 
The dead 
leaves and dry twigs caught, the great logs 
that were rolled Into place took Are and sent up 
an aroma—a fresjj, woodsy odor that presently 
mingled with the welcome «fnells of meat cook- 
ing In the pot that swung over the blaze. 
The 
fire was lit! 


All through the blazing corn-belt summer It 
burned. 
When there was blacksmlthlng to be 
doné, the «¿<0 \furnished a brand that heated 
the Iron while the horses waited patiently and 
their masters shod them as best they might. 
The fln sorted tfee l onflres. which, on a Fourth 
of July, could be seen; for ml]e# around. 
Any- 
thing to clear the laiidj And the fire, as well 
.as the ax, did Its share. 


It burned through Halloween celebrations, on 
cold, frosty mornings In later years, when It 
felt very welcpnte to bare fee^ that were wait- 
ing their turn at the village shcgmaker. 
^ 
. .. 
to split 


enough wood to keep the fire going easily all 
winter. 
Cord wood was sawed 
and split and 
piled. 
Logs would be sawed the proper length, 
some old aiul seasoned to ourn well, some green 
to keep the fire from goins too fast. A dry and 
^ a green log would be rolled in at once. The fire 
would Jast longer, Avhile tlie dry logs gave the 
as5?urance that the flames would not go out. 


And that assurance was important. 
When- 
ever the master of the house started out, the 
last injunction was, "Don't forget to feed the 
stock, and whatever you do" 
the children 


knew it by heart and would take the words out 
of his mouth—"whatever you do, don't let the 
fire go out." 


Tho neighbors 
woud 
Join 
together, taking 
their ox teams, and several sturdy sons to do 
the work, and would go over into the next 
county, to mill. 
Many of the pioneers, rather 
than make the long, dangerous 
trip, 
would 
grind their corn in the primitive Indian fashion. 
But after this method was 
discarded, 
they 
would take their grain in large, coarse sacks, 
haul It across the prairies, swamps, the hills 
and the woods of old Missouri. 
The bottom 
lands were practically Impassable. 


"Saved by grace" was a 
fitting 
expression 
when they emerged from the oozy mire, the 
depse undergrowth, the rattlesnakes, and all 
the other specimens that flourished In the river 
bottoms. 
The rivers they crossed on Ice in 
winter—ticklish bu.slness it was. toob 
In sum- 
mer they forded the holes and mud bottoms of 
Grand River, 
sometimes they went out and 
never camo back. 
Only the 
muddy, 
sullen 
river remained to tell the tale. 


But they went, because there was no other 
way of grinding their grain. 


On their return, two things leaped up to greet 
them. 
The dogs, left behind, jumped out and 
sprang at them, barking. 
As they entered the 
house, something else leaped up—warm 
and 
full of life as the dogs. 
It was the fire. 


Time went on. 
The wilderness was cleared. 
The roads were improved. 
A mill was built. 
The modern inventions" of stoves wère Intro- 
duced into some of the well-to-do homes. Even 
the laz.v Invention of matches began to find 
favor. They crept into the country stores a^d 
replaced the older contrivances of punk and 
spark, the pine-wood lighters, and the kettles 
of coals, which It had^ been customary to carry 
from the fireplace on mornings when the neigh- 
bors had not covered their fires well enough to 
last all-night. 
• 


But all this time the Duckworth fire had 
never failed. 
It was never allowed to go out. 
It cooked the pone and broiled the meat, and 
baked the potatoes till they were all mealy in- 
side and smoking hot when they were pried 
open. It dried the hunter or woodchopper when 
he returned, chilled from a day's word In a 
cold, drizzling rain. 


In its light the boys lay, china In palms, read- 
ing their lessons and doing sums on slates 
wrapped around the edge^ with red felt. 
It 
winked slyly at the lovers whose faces, droop- 
ing towards each other, it half hid and half 
revealed—now veiling them in darkness and 
again reflecting the alght in their eye». And it 
stood sentinel over the forms of the dead, when 
one by one children, little children and older- 
men, brave pioneprs, wore laid to rest. 


So time passed until the fourteen children 
that had come to the cabin were all married 
and gone—all but one, who stayed on with his 
aged mother. 
And of the simple duties that 
fell to the son'^s lot, one was to keep up the 
fire. 
It had now ceased to be an absolute ne- 
cessity. 
But the long habit and tradition wer« 
so strong in him that he could not let.it die 
out. 
Ife kept it up, 
' 


At the age of 93, this brave pioneer mother 
was laid to rest. 
Only Mett, the gleam In hla 
blue eyes somewhat faded by time, was left on 
the historic spot wTiere seventy-odd years be- 
fore his father had come to settle the graind 
old St'Ue of Missouri. 


He lived the life of a solitary bachelor. Only" 
two dogs, a collie and a mongrel bird dog, fol- 
lowed him as he shouldered his gun and strolled 
into the woods. 


One other thing lived on with him. 
It w m 
the fire. And as the man prepared his slmpl* 
meals, the corn bread he had made and eaten 
from a boy. the salt meat followed by a pipe— 
a very strong pipe—the fire seemed so human 
that it liept him company. 
Human? 
Living. 
A force. Almost an object of worship—symbollo 
of the ever-living spirit of 
those 
who 
had 
bronprht it out Into the wilderness and kept It 
alive! 
Sometimes, seeming to go out, but al- 
ways, like them, leaping up into new life. 


There was no danger of its going but. 
He 
saw to that. For one thing, he was not w^orrled.: 
with giving the plants to a neighbor, and the" 
dogs to his sister to feed, and the fire to a n - ' 
other relative, while he went on a trip to Pan- 
ama or Hawaii. 
He stayed at home. 
A few ; 
siniple tbin.ss were enough for him. 


The pioneer mills have vanished. The beamed 
ceilings have been replaced by plaster. 
Th® 
pioneer candles, the pioneer homespun linen,, 
the old daguerreotypes, have fallen in plecra 
and arc covered with dust. 
But the last Of 
this pioneer family still shoulders his gun and 
slings the powder horn across his breast. 


At last, however, the cabin grew too old, too 
uncomfortable, and Mett built a new pine horn« 
•without a fireplace—only a stove. 
The other 
day he moved in. 
And for the first time la 
nearly eighty years the fire on the cabin heartfcv 
turned to gray, dead ashes.

Tribal Pomp and Ceremony 
to Mark Peru Celebration 


Miami 
County, 
Teeming 
With Indian History and 
Tradition, to Draw Upon 
Store for Observance of 
State's Centennial in Au- 
gust. 


By W. M. Herschell in Indianapolis Newj 


Peru, Ind., Feb. 26.—History has mad-i 
it easy for Peru and Miami county to 
make 
novel and interesting plans for 
the celebration of Indiana's centennial. 
The Indians have provided both themi 
and setting. 


Miami county and its neighbors fairly 
teem with Indian history and tradition. 
It is fitting, therefore, that Peru and 
the county of Miami have selected the 
original 
Americans 
as 
the 
historical 
basis for their celebration of Hoosier- 
dom's hundredth year. 
The third week 
in August has been selected for the cele- 
bration and it is planned to go back to 
pioneej- days and portray scenes that 
will be both spectacular and historic, 
giving the redskin, his squaw and his 
papoose tlie featured jdace in the pa- 
geantry. 


One of the most remarkable Indian 
romances in history was staged, in part, 
in Miami county. 
The last chapter in 
the 
eventful life of Frances 
Slocum, 
"The Lost Sister of Wyoming," was en- 
acted on the banks of tlie beautiful Mis- 
sissinewa river, near Peru, and it is the 
purpose of Peru's centennial commissiou 
to make her story one of the import- 
ant features of the celebration. 


Frances Slocum Was Stolen 


The name of Frances Slocum has been 
uttered at a million American 
firesides 
because her story 
served to bring a 
hu.sh to riotous youth, particularly chil- 
dren with an inclination to wander from 
home. 
Frances Slocum, however, did 
not run away from home. 
She was 
stolen, but. just the same, her story 
has made thousands of youngsters hug 
the home hearth a little more affection- 
ately., "The i.ost Sister of Wyoming" 
sleeps in a monument-marked grave in 
the Bundy cemetery, near Peru. 
Sho 
died in 1848, following a life remarkable 
in many phases. 
That life will be pic- 
tured iu pageantry at the forthcoming 
celebration of Indiana's centennial 
ai. 
Peru, 


The mystery of Frances Slocum held 
pioneer interest for fifty years. 
His- 
torians are at odds, as to dates, but 
it is believed that it was in 1771 that 
Jonathan Slocum, a pious Quaker, mov- 
ed from Rhode Island ^ 
Pennsylvania 
with his wife and several children. They 
settled on land known as the Capoose 
meadows, near Scranton, now part of 
the town, but later occupied a farm 
near the old fort at Wilkes-Barre. 
This 
Avas in territory known .as the Valley 
of Wyoming, traversed by the ^beautiful 
Susquehanna river. 
The Slocuras were 
on friendly terms with the Indians and 
apparently had no fear of them. 
How- 
ever. the British Tories had exefcised an 
evil influence over several tribes and 
the sight of a white person moved them 
to bloodshed. In 1775, the Indians, Iieail- 
ed by the British tyrant, Colonel But- 
ler, mnBsacred more tluin^ 200- settlers. 
The Slocnms e.scaped at that ISnie, not 
because they had been friendly but,' for- 
tunately, were on the other side of the 
river. 
a 


Mother and Children 
Flee 


It wai in November, three years Jater, 
that the Indian pall "fell hea;vily on the 
Slocums. 
Mr. Slocum and his father-in-, 
kw, Jfwap .Tjinn.r*'.f!rc. away from honiif» 
when '^ree Delaw»re Indiana appro«cJi-

knife and then killed the older boy, who 
was wearing a soldier coat. 
Mrs. Slo- 
cum and five of her children escaped to 
the woods. 
Two of the children re- 
mained behind, having hidden beneath 
a stairway. ,One of them was Frances, 
then only a few months more than five 
years of age; 
the other her crippled 
brother. 
The Indians captured the two 
children and started away with them. 
Mrs. SlocTun, a witness of it all from 
her hiding place, followed the Indians 
and pleaded for the release of her chil- 
dren and a neighbor boy, a little fellow 
named Kingsley. 
Her pleadings were in 
vain. Finally she pointed to the crippled 
foot of her son and the Indians re- 
leased him. 
They continued to 
hold 
Frances captive, however, and the moth- 
er was compelled to see her child disap- 
pear through the forest, the prisoner of 
the hated redskins. 
After a tiine Fran- 
ces and the neighbor boy became separ- 
ated and it was not until more than 
sixt.y years afterward that the mystery 
of Frances Slocum was solved. 
Thae 
jov came to her surviving brothers and 
si.sters through the instrumentality of 
Colonel George W. 
Ewing, an Infliaa 
trader living near Logansport, 


Knew Language and Habits. 


Colonel Ewing was on friendly terms 
with the Miami Indians of the upper 
Wabash and Mississinewa country. 
He 
knew their language and habits well. 
One cold night in January, 1835, Ewing 
stopped at the cabin of an Indian friend, 
old Muk-kons-kwa, which Jacob P. Dunn 
interprets as meaning Little Bear Wom- 
an. 
She was the widow of an Ixidian 
crony of Ewing's and the trader was al- 
ways welcome at her cabin. 
The.y ate a 
hearty supper and then sat by the fire 
to talk. 
They gossiped for a time and 
then Ewing expressed a wish to go to 
bed. 
Little Bear Woman insisted that 
he remain up yet a little 
while and 
when the rest of the family had retired 
the old Avoman became 
agitated, 
as 
though wishing to tell a great secret, 
yet fearing the result. 


"I have something on ray mind," she 
said. "I am old and weak. 
I shall not 
live long and I must tell it. 
I can not 
die in peace if I do not. 
I may die 
and then I will have no peace in the 
spirit world." 


Full of the Tragic 


Then began the unfolding of a talc 
that was full of the tragic. 
Colonel 
Ewing had noticed that-the old woman's 
hair was of peculiar reddish caste, not 
like the Indians. 
He also had observed 
that she bore the feature.s of the whitess, 
yet she spoke only in the Miami lan- 
^guage. 
The reason for this was divulg- 
ed when her secret was out. 


Little Bear Woman was not of In 
dian blood. She was of white parentage,, 
but her only recollection of her famiK 
was^that the name was Slocum and tha»; 
they lived 
somewhere 
on 
the 
Sus- 
Quelianna river and recalled that ther. 
was a fort near the town. 
She told 
Ewing of the terrible incidents of that 
day when the Delawares came and too»k 
her from her mother. 
She remembered 
that she was carried a great distance 
and that onc^ she and her Vidian cap- 
tor «were nidini' in a cave when she 
heard her father's voice on the ontsldtr. 
Tiie Indian threatened 
death if 
she 
aroused their, piirsuert. 
They then hur- 
Tied on their way. and after a timt. 
passed a great falls, prwumably Niag; 
ara. 
Their 
joiirne.Vv 'carried 
them 
tbroiigh Delaware IndiAn towns in Ohio 
and, it was in one of';fhe!»e than an In- 
dian chief, having lost his own Httlc 
daughter by death, adopted little Fran- 
ces. '

Later he and Frances were 
married and they lived happily, becom- 
ing the parents of children. 
They went 
to the Miami country in Indiana anU 
there established a home on the Missis- 
sinewa in a locality known as Deaf 
Man's village, because her husband had 
become deaf and no longer participated 
in tribal expeditions. 


The story the old woman told Colonel 
Ewing that cold January night resulted 
in some interesting revelations. She had 
never told her history, not even to hei 
children, because of a fear that her 
white relatives would come and take 
her away from the 
home she loved 
Colonel Ewing felt, however, that it 
was his duty to get the message to he/ 
relatives, if any 
still lived, in order 
that the mystery might be lifted. 
From 
her description of the locality in whicn 
she had lived as a little girl, Colonel 
Ewing wrote to the editor of a news- 
paper at Lancaster, Pa., and asked that 
he print 
Little Bear Woman's storj, 
hoping 
thus 
to 
find 
her 
relatives. 
Strangely enough the letter remained 
unpublished for two years. 
A change 
of editors caused the letter to be un- 
earthed and publisJied. 
The result was 
altogether happy, for, through the in- 
strumentality of a minister named Bow- 
man, the facts came into possession of 
two brothers and a sister of Frances 
who yet lived, although all were older 
than she. They ijnmediately took steps 
to 
follow Colonel Ewing's clew, and, 
soon afterward, visited Deaf Man's vil- 
lage. 


A Strange Meeting. 


The meeting between the brothers and 
sisfcrs must have been a strange one. 
On the one hand was Frances Slocum, 
for more than sixty years a tribeswom- 
an of the Miamis, and speaking only 
their language; on the other the sister 
and brothers who had lived the way of 
the white race. 
At first there seemed 
too M'ide a chasm between them for H 
genuine reunion. 
Little Bear Woman 
was suspicious, fearing that her white 
relatives would také her away from her 
Indian environment. 
But they gave her 
such assurances that soon the reticence 
began to vanish and they were very 
happy in talking of the years that had 
passed. 
The visitors tried to induce 
Frances to go with them for a visit to 
the scene of her 
childhood, 
but 
she 
steadfastly refused, lest she might never 
return td thé land she loved. 


During the next several years the sis- 
ter, brothers and a small army of other 
relatives came to visit "The Lost Sister 
of Wyoming," who had been well iden- 
tified by her kinsmen. 
The best mark 
of identification was an injured 
finge/ 
on Frances' left hand. 
This finger, one 
of her brothers had struck with a ham- 
mer shortly before her disappearance, 
and the brother remembered the inci- 
dent. 
He looked at her hand and, dis- 
covering the damaged digit, remarked 
about it. 
Frances then recalled that 
the damage had been done by her broth- 
er and the identification was complete. 


Memorial at the Grave. 


The story of the finding of the lost 
Frances Slocum was scattered broadcast 
and she became a subject of great in- 
terest. 
She died iti 1848 and, with her 
husband, sleens in the Bundy cemetery, 
cast of Peru. 
Relatives created a mon- 
ument fiind and 
erected a beautiful 
memorial at the grave. 


The Miami 
county 
centennial com- 
mission, of which Claude Y. Andrews, of 
Peru, is chairman, is planning, as one 
of the features of the celebration, to 
hare a reunion of the Slocum descend- 
ants at Peru. 
This would brinff to- 
eether all wings of the family, inchul- 
ins those descended from Frances Slo- 
cum 
and 
her Indan husbajid. ' Omer 
Holman, of Peru, who is re;;arded as' 
the best informed man in Miami county 
on Indian history and traditions, has 
been placed in charge of the arrange- 
ments for the Slocum reunion, and it is 
.probable that one of the most interest- 
ini; features of the celebration will bf 
enacted, in the .vicinity of Dèaf. Man'» 
vill«K«.

With that end in view the committees 
in charge of the work are nuxking min- 
uto searches for every historical detail 
connected with Miami life in the Wa- 
bash and :Missis3inewa country. 
Each 
township iu Miami county is to have a 
centennial celebration of its own prior 
to the Peru festivities. 
Then all will 
unite in one grand holiday. 


Neighboring counties and cities will 
take interest in the celebration at Peru. 
Tliey, too, have much interesting Indian 
lore. 
Wabash, Huntington and jMarion 
are among them. 
Near Marion is the 
famous Mississinewa battlefield, famed 
in Indiana history.

It would to * source ot great bless- 


ing if erery teacher and scholar would 
re»d through the book of Acts sovejal 
times during Use year. Such readlnc 
will give vision, inspiration and a 
more comprehensive idea of the con- 
tinuation of what Jesus "began" and 
which record is not yet fully written. 
The time of this lesson is about A. D. 
35. though Ramsey places it at 32. 33; 
and .the place, the city of Jerusalem. 


I. The Occasion, vv. 1-2. For a time 


the preaching of the Gospel of Jeius 
continued in Jerusalem, but soon the 
preuur* of circumstances thrust It 
forth as prophesied (1:8). 
There 


were two croups of men In the early 
church: those who had been born in 
Judea who spoke Hebrew (Aramaic), 
and those born in foreign cities and 
who spoke the Greek language. Trou- 
ble arose orer the distribution ot funds 
among certain of the dependent wid- 
ows—the text suggests "secret dis- 
pleasure." There was Imperfection, 
selfishness, suspicion and Jealousy in 
that early church. 


I1. The Method, w. 3,4. It does not 


appear that God gave the church a 
cut and dried program according to 
which it must act. 
Certainly the 


church had no precedent to follow, 
and step by step God was developing 
It. This lesson gives us a suggestion 
of those steps: 
(1) As the occasion 


demanded, (2) The Apostles refused 
to diminish their praying and preach- 
ing, literally it was "not pleasing" to 
God for the Apostles to "serve tables." 
Such work must be done, certainly, 
but it was not to be done by these 
God-appointed and selected leaders, 
their duty was clearly stated. The 
minister's business In praying and 
ministering the word. Theie things 
should fully engage his attention, and 
In them he is "to continue steadfast- 
ly." 
The minister cannot manifestly 


"know more about books than the 
schoolteacher; more about politics 
than the politician; more about med- 
icine than the doctor; more about 
psychology than the college profes- 
sor." No, that Is out of the question, 
though he should be intelligent In 
these lines. But he should be pre> 
eminent In prayer and In the minis- 
try of the word, and furthermore he 
should preach that word pre-eminent- 
ly. (3); The church, not the apos- 
tles, must needs select these new of- 
ficials. 
(4) The 
qualifications 
bt 


these men, who were thus to care 
for these temporal affairs, were (a) 
"men of good report," not those bear- 
Ing doubtful reputations, nor chosen 
because they were rich or shrewd- in 
business, (b) "full of the spirit." It 
demands the Spirit-filled man to look 
after financial affairs as certainly as 
it does to teach or preach the word, 
(c) "full of wisdom." Men ot com- 
mon sense, a quality often sadly lack- 
ing among spiritually-minded 
men.

small shrub are all withered and fallen 
in all directions and broken by the 
shells and the strength of the fumes— 
that is, the gas which they invented in 
Germany.

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"Pork" and Public Projects 


Regardless of whether the expenditure is wise or unwise and 


whether or not it is justified by the needs of public business, it has 
come to pass that every congressional appropriation for public work 
of any character in any locality is at once greeted by the cry of 
''Pork!" from those envious and disappointed souls who have been 
unable to land for their own particular locality some cherished dream 
of similar sort. The "congressional pork barrel" is assumed to be 
the receptacle from which statesmen in the clamorous national grab- 
bag game are snatching the appropriations that will make them solid 
with the folk at home and contribute materially to the return of the 
itatesrnen for further occupancy of their congressional berths. 


In this connection a candidate for nomination to congress from 


the Indianapolis district has taken hold of tho "pork" question in 
courageous and engagingly frank manner. He asserts that every city 
of large size should be keen to get any advantage to be had for its 
commercial, indxistrial and financial betterment and that it is the 
plain and legitimate duty of the congressman to insist upon getting 
everything justifiable and possible in the way of government help 
and federal investment for his home district. "If I go to congress," 
he declares, 1:I will fight first, last and all the time for pork barrel 
favors for Indianapolis. Call it pork barrel or slaughter house, yet 
Indianapolis needs an active young man in congress that will fight all 
the time for advantages to this city." 


Perhaps the candor of this ambitious young man is more to be 


admired than his judgment, and yet he is leading a fight against a 
false characterization of many projects and many appropriations that 
ought to be made. Manifestly there has been much wastefulness in 
expenditure on government projects. The appropriation, for a $50,- 
000 posloffvee building in a $1,000 town and the providing of un- 
counted thousands of dollars for the improvement of a dinky little 
stream on which, traffic is so nearly negligible as to be laughable may 
fairly be denounced as not only "pork barrel" legislation but-any- 
thing as much worse than that as one can call to mind at the moment. 
The point in the thing is that there should be some discrimination be- 
tween the really meritorious projects justified by public needs and by 
busines sense and those which, have as their sole purpose the exploit- 
ing of the public treasury and the advancement of personal interest. 
It should be possible for the congressman to come forward with an 
appeal for every legitimate cause in his district without subjecting 
himself to a running fire of "pork barrel" cries from the opposition.

"When it is considered," the report of 


the service states, "that thousands of 
persons suffering with trachoma, a dan 
cerous contagious disease, would other- 
wise remain untreated, it is realized how 
fiir-reachins results have been obtained 
through these trachoma hospitals anil 
the other nublic health work done in 
this connection. It would be impossible 
to estimate with any degree of accuracy 
the number of people who have be-in 
saved from contracting this communi- 
cable disease by thus removing the=c 
thousands of foci of infection." 


In addition to treating persons with 


the, disease the hospitals 
have been 


used for educational work. Doctors and 
nurses have visited the homes of the 
patients and have explained how to pre- 
vent the development and recurrence of 
the disease. 
One thousand three hun- 


dred and eight such visits were made 
during the year in Kentucky alone. "It 
lias taken some time," the report con- 
tinues, "to educate the people afflicted 
with this disease to the importance rr 
cleanliness and the use of simple hv". 
L'ienic measures in their daily life" 
That results have been obtained is evi- 
denced by the noticeably better observ- 
ance of hygienic precautions by those 
among .whom the work has been done 


In addition to the hospital work, sur- 


veys were made in Its counties in Ken- 
tucky, . especially among school chil- 
dren. 
Eighteen thousand and sixteen 


ncople were examined, 7 per cent, being 
found to have trachoma. 
Similar in- 


spections in certain localities* of Ari- 
znns, Alabama and Florida resulted in 
finding the disease present in from three 
to six children out of every hundred 
Periodic examination of school children 
for the disease and the exclusion of the 
afflicted 
from the public schools, arc

choma _wnrk was the eivinj of lectures 
and clinics before medical societies in

the report. 


"Home 
economics 
departments 
in

tunate as to have residences in which 
to instruct in home management -ind 
in house-ivifery. There has been some 
hesitancy among school officers because

house. 
But as it is recognized Hint 


these houses are quite as necessary ts 


arc good laboratories and that the main- 
tenance costs arc not excessive, uioro 
departments arc hoinp l.hus supplied.

The Associated Press}.—The calling to 
tho colors of men between the ages of 
lifty and fifty-five, has caused tile dis- 
cussion in the Austro-Hungariau press 
of what tht> older men, have done in 
this war. 


The view had been generally held 


that the man at fifty had pasac-d into 
old age, so far as military value was 
concerned, but the war Is said to have 
proven that this position is untenable. 


It is admitted that in trades and oc- 


cupations requiring physical dexterity, 
the man over fifty is apt to be a fail- 
ure, 
though the well-preserved woiker 


of that age is generally still capable of 
great endurance. 


The experience in the army is that 


men up to thirty are generally less 
hardy than men up to fifty. In addi- 
tion to being as yet far from-"physi- 
cally set," that is entirely beyond the 
growing stage, tho young men often 
reduce their endurance 
and 
physical 


viror, generally by incorrect eating. Old- 
er men are not in the habit of doing 
this, it is asserted. 


But the young men sin also in other 


respects. Often they .are indifferent to 
hardship when they should not be; 
while the older men see to it that their 
feet are always 
dry and warm, the 


younger soldiers overlook this habitu- 
ally^ 


With the officer?, the older soldier is 


the favorite. Not only does lie give less 
trouble to the sanitary department, but 
his riper mind understands more read- 
ily the purposes and necessity of mili- 
tary discipline. 


An Austrian colonel with whom this 


subject was discussed said that older 
troops needed little application of dis- 
cipline, because their natural conduct as 
grown men was-discipline in itself. He 
had seen no difference in the fighting 
qualities of young and older troops, he 
said, hut he himself would always pre- 
fer to lead men • over- the ago of thirty- 
five.

"The Fire, in a Kettle, Was 


Kept Alive Throughput 
the Long Journey from 
Kentucky." - 


FIRE has just gone out in 
a Missouri cabin for the 
first time in tlie better 
part of a century. 
It had 


broken (he cold of seventy- 
nine winters, and through 
the heat and drought of 
seventy-nine 
summers it 


still burned. 


This 
ttre 
came 
from 


Kentucky. 
Seventy-nino 


years ago—before the war, 
before even 
the Mexican 


-It is a v e T o n g time, as time is counted 


in these rushing days. 


Eighty years ago- I" the Kentucky mountains. 


a great deal of land was, required to nil the 
wants of pioneers. Space! That was what they 
required. 
In Kentucky all the valleys were 


soon claimed. 
They thought 
Kentucky was 


crowded, anS so men began to keep their ears 
open for stories of a new land. What they 
•wanted was a place that did not take too 
strenuous an effort to clear, but one that at the 
same time was suited to settlement So stories 
of men who had been beyond the Mississippi 
were passed around b)- the light of the friendly 
fire, while men smoked their corn-cob pipes 
and told their jokes. 


So it was that every day. after the snp had 


1 cgun to run in the trees and in men's veins, 
fi'.zens of prairie wagons lurched across the old 


trails—some of them following *h<*»beaten path, 
some of them blazing new trails into the silent, 
gloomy, but hope-inspiring wilderness. 


In the late winter of 1535. .the call came to 


a young Kcntuckinn. who needed land i-"«r his 
new family. -He loved Kentucky, and was re- 
luctpnt to leave. But the call of the new coun- 
try,was too strong. One night, the last before 
th/ start, he sat by his father's fireplace, 
Ihinr-ing. 
A group of neighbors had gathered 


in its warmth to bid him good-by. Suddenly he 
said: 


"Yes, I'm going—because I think It's the 


thing to do. 
But I'll take one thing with me 


from old Kentucky, and as long as I live I'll 
keep it." 


"What's that?" some one asked/ curiously. 


" 
And that's this fire," he finished. 


Next morning, R. D. Duckworth and his wife, 


taking ivagon^ guns, the kettles, and axes, and 
children, packed these necessities of pioneer 
life and started across the mountains. 


Swinging under the bed of the wagon was an 


iron kettle carrying the coals from his father's 
fire. This he fed at intervals with great care. 
Aside from sentiment it was a great conveni- 
ence, ready at noon or night, of at any stop/ 
to break the gloom and cook the food. 


As on they went it swung cheerfully from 


the back of the wagon. And as they advanced 
further intr, the wilderness, it took on even 
more importance, if that were possible. It was 
harder and harder to make fire, for the "punk" 
that was used to catch from a spark was not 
easy to find in a hurry. And often dry kindling 
was not easy to find. 


So the fire was carefully watched and fed, 


and never allowed to go out. 


Every night the family would kindle a great 


blaze, with the help oY a modest little brand 
"from the old-fashioned, shallow, broad-topped 
Ir&n kettle. Then the squirrels, which the men 
had brought down during the day. would be 
broiled, and the famous Kentucky corn-pone 
baked, and the children would be rounded up 
.'.nd fed, while the dogs sniffed hungrily at the 
cheerful savory odors that rose from around • 
the fire. And in the distance might be seen 
the gleam of a pair of savage eyes, and one 
could hear the faint howl of a savage beast.. 


Frightened away by the sight of the lire, they 


kept at a respectful distance. 


The family often w-as followed great distances 


by Indians, but never molested otherwise. Hav-* 
ing arrived In Missouri, after a long, weary 
maroi b'ehlnd the slow-plodding os-team. they 
sc'-tlcd In Spring Hill Township. In Livingston 
County. 


There they tied the oxen, unloaded the chil- 


dr.jn, and. leaving their household goods in the 
wngyn—for !hat would be their only home for 
fomc time to come—they took their axes and 
began to clear a place in the wildorrcw. 


Always th' '-arly pioneers wor<- oMIci-.l !n" 


new their way through forests, because only 
where the forests grew—that is, on the hillsides 
—coultt they be sure of a supply of running 
water. Ko they fell to and" cleared a spot wide 
enough for a patch of corn and a cabin. 


But before they did that they did something 


else. They took down the old kettle from the 
back of the %agon, put it away against the 
time when they should want to swing it frbm 
the crane on the hearth, and lit from it the big 
fire.that was to be kept till they were under a 
roof and in front of a. real fireplace. 


Then they went down and made the woods 


ring with the ax strokes—the sCrokes of the 
axes wTiich that same fire had helped to forge. 
They' hewed the logs, and no lumber was used. 
It was such a long way to i saw mill: It was 
so hard to get to one, fording the rivers and 
plodding miles through the wilderness, with 
the logs dragging behind on chains. 
So they 


put the framework oflree trunks in place for 
the cabin, and dressed by hand 
the walnut 


floors and walnut beams that support the ceil- 
ing in the Duckworth cabin to this day. 


They plastered the cracks with mortar and 


built a rough stone fireplace. The few homely 
household articles they had brought, with them 
—the splint-bottomed chairs, and the spinning 
wheel, they placed inside. The kitchen knives 
and spoons were arranged on. a home-made 
cupboard. And then—they took the fire, which 
had come all the way from Kentucky in the old 
kettle,' and had since burned in log-heaps, to 
the new-laid wood on the hearth. 
The "dead 


leaves and dry twigs Caught, the great logs 
that were rolled into place took fire and sent up 
an aroma—a fresh, woodsy odor that presently 
mingled with the welcome smells of meat cook- 
ing in the pot that swung over the blase. The 
fire was lit!' 


All through the blazing, corn-belt summer it 


burned. 
When there was blacksmithlng to he 


done, the fire furnished a brand that heated 
the iron while the horses waited patiently and 
th-lr masters shod them as best they mlcht. 
The fir-^ started the ' onflres. which, on a Fourth 
of July, could be seen for miles around. Any- 
thing to clear the land! And the fire, as well 
as the r.x, did its share. 


It burned through Halloween celebrations, on 


cold, frosty mornings in later years, when it 
felt very welcome to bnre feet that were wait- 
ing their turn at Nthe village shoemaker, 


"ne of the chief fall duties 
W.TS to split 


enough wood to keep the fire going easily all 
winter. 
Cord wood was sawed and split and 


piled. Logs would be sawed the pruper length, 
some old and seasoned to burn well, some green 
to keep the fire from going too fast. A dry and 
a green log would be rolled in at once. The lire 
would last longer, while the dry logs gave the 
assurance that the flames would nor go otit. 


And that assurance was important. When- 


ever the master of the house started out, the 
last Injunction _W,IF, "Don't forget to feed the 
stock, and whatever you do" 
the children 


knew it by heart nnrt would take the words out 
of his mouth—"whatever you do, don't let the 
fire go out." 


Tho neighbors worn! Join together, taking 


their ox teams, and several sturdy sons to do 
the work, and would go over into the next 
county, to mill. 
Many of the pioneers, rather 


than make the long, dangerous trip, would 
grind their corn in tlie primitive Indian fashion. 
But after this method was 
discarded, they 


would take their grain in large, coarse sacks, 
haul it across the prairies, swamps, the hills 
and the woods of old Missouri. 
The bottom 


lands were practically impassable. 


"Saved by grace" was a fitting expression 


when they emerged from the oozy mire, the 
dense undergrowth, the rattlesnakes, and all 
the other specimens that flourished in the river 
bottoms. 
The rivers they crossed on ice in 


winter—ticklish business it was, too. In sum- 
mer they forded the holes and mud bottoms of 
Grand River. 
Sometimes they went out and 


never camt back. . Only the 
muddy, sullen 


river remained to tell the t.ile. 
, But they went, because there was no other 
way of grinding their grain. 


On their return, two tilings leaped up to greet 


them. 
The dogs, left behind. Jumped out and 


sprang at them, barking. As they entered the 
house, something else leaped i:p—warm and 
full of life as the dogs. It was the fire. 


Time went on. The wilderness was cleared. 


The roads were in-.nrnvc'I. 
A mill was built. 


The modern inventions of stoves were intro- 
duced into some of the well-to-do homes. Even 
the lazy invention of matches began to find 
favor. They crept into the country stores and 
replaced the older contrivances of punk and 
spark, the pine-wood lighters, and the kettles 
of coals, which it had been customary to carry 
from the fireplace on mornings when the neigh- 
bors had not covered their fires well enough to 
last all night. 


But all this time the Duckworth fire had 


never failed. It was never allowed to go out. 
It cooked the pone nnd broiled the meat, and 
baked the potatoes till th"y were nil mealy in- 
side and smoking hot when they were priori 
open. It dried the hunter or woodrhopper when 
h" returned, chilled from a day's word in a 
cold, drizzling rain. 


In its light the boys lay, chins in palms, read- 


ing their lessons nnd 'i;>inc sums on plates 
wrapped around the C'ii:<;s with red felt, 
it 


winked slyly at the lovers whose facts, droop- 
ing towards each other, it half hid and half 
revealed—now veiling tbcm in ilarknew and 
ag-.-in reflecting the lichi in their e;-e». And it 
Mood sentinel over the firms of the dead, when 
one by one children, little children n::d "Mer 
nii-n. brave pioneers, were Inid to r-st 


So time passed until the fourteen children 


that had come to the cabin were all married 
and gone—all but one, who stayed on with his 
aped mother. 
And of tha simple duties that 


fell to the son's lot, one was to keep up th« 
tire. It had now reused to be an absolute ne- 
cessity. But the long habit and tradition- wer« 
yo strong in him that he could not let it dta 
out. He'kept it up. 


At the age of 33. this brave pioneer mother 


was laid to rest. Only Mett, the gleam in his 
blue eyes somewhat faded by time, was left on 
the historic spot where seventy-odd years be- 
fore hip father hail come to settle the- grand 
old State of Missouri. 


He lived the life of a solitary bachelor. Only ' 


two clogs, a collie and a monarel bird dog, fol- 
lowed him as he shouldered his gun and strolled 
into the woods. 


One other thing lived on with him. It -was 


thi> fire. And ns the m.-fti prepared his simple 
meals, the corn bread he had made and eaten 
from a boy. the salt meat fallowed by a pipe— 
a very strong pipe—the fire seemed so human 
that it kept him company. Human? Living. 
A force. Almost an object of worship—symbolio ' 
of the ever-livius spirit of those who 
had 


brought it out into the wilderness and kept It 
alive! 
Sometimes, seeming to go out, but al- 


ways, like them, leaping up into new life. 


There was no danger of its going out. 
He 


saw to that. For one thing, he-was not worried 
with giving the plants to a neighbor, and the 
dogs to his sister to feed, and the fire to an- 
other relative, -while he went or. a trip to Pan- 
ama or Hawaii. He stayeTl nt home. A few 
simple things were enough for him. 


The pio'neer mills have vanished. The beamed 


ceilings have been replaced by plaster. 
Th» 


pioneer candles, the pioneer homespun linen, 
the. old daguerreotypes, have fallen In pieces 
and arc covered with dust. 
But the last of 


this pioneer family still shoulders his gun and 
slingK the powder horn across his breast. 


At last, however, the cabin grew too old. too 


uncomfortable, and Mett built a new pine hom«' 
without a fireplace—only a stove. 
The other 


day he moved in. 
And for the first time In 


nearly eighty years the fire on the cabin hearth 
turned to gray, dead ashes.

Frances Slocum Was Stolen 


The name of Frances Slocum has been 


ittercd at a million American liresidos 
•jecatiHC her story served to bring a 
nish to riotous yo'uth, particularly chii- 
Ircu with an inclination to wander from 
ionic. 
Frances Slocum, however, did 


not run away from home. 
She waa 


stolen, but. just the same, her story 
nas made thousands of youngsters • hug 
the home hearth a little more affection- 
ately. 'The Lost Sister of Wyoming'' 
sleeps in a. monument-marked grave in 
the Bundy cemetery, near Peru. 
Sh-j 


died in 1S4S. following a life remarkable 
in many phases. That life will be pic- 
tured in pageantry at the. forthcoming 
celebration of Indiana's centennial 
Peru. 


The mystery of Frances Slocum held 


pioneer interest for fifty years. His- 
torians an: at odds, as to dates, but 
it is believed that it-was in 1771 that 
•Jonathan Slocum. a. pious Quaker, mov- 
ed from Khodc Island to'Pennsylvania 
with his wife and several children. They 
settled on land known as the Capoosc 
meadows, near Seranton. now part of 
the town, but later occupied a farm 


children and started away with them. 
Mrs. 
Slocum, a witness of it all from 


her hiding place, followed the Indians 
and pleaded for Die release of her chil- 
dren and a neighbor boy, a little fellow 
named Kingslcy. Her pleadings were in 
vain. Finally she pointed to the crippled 
foot of her son and the Indians re- 


They continued to hold 


near the old fort at "Wilkcs-Barre. This 


in territory known as the Vailcv 


of Wyoming, traversed by the beautiful 
•Susi|uehamia river. 
The. Slocums wen; 


on friendly terms with the Indians and 
apparently had no fear of them. How- 
ever, the British Tories had exercised an 
evil influence over several tribes and 
the sight of a white person moved them 
to Woodshed. In 1775. the Indians, head- 
ed by the Kritish tyrant. Colonel But- 
ler, massacred more than 2fl() settlers. 
The Slocums escaped nl that time, not 
because thcv hnd bo'-n friendly but, for- 
tunately, were on the other side of the 
river. 


Mother and Children Flee 


It was in November, three years later, 


that, the J ml inn pall fell heavily on the 
Slociims. Mr. Slocum and hi" father-in- 
law. I.-ifisc Tripp. were away from home 
when three Dclaiiare Indians approach- 
ed the Slooiitn cabin.

Frances captive, however, «nd the moth- 
er was compelled to see her child disap- 
pear through the forest, the, prisoner of 
the bated redskins. After a lime Fran- 
ces and thu neighbor boy became separ- 
ated and it waa not until more than 
sixty years afterward that the mystery 
of Frances Slocum was solved.

joy came to her surviving brothers and 
sisters through the instrumentality nf 
Colonel Gcorgi; \V.

Knew Language and Habits. 


Colonel Kwing was on friendly terms 


with the Miami Indians of the upper 
Wnbnsh and Jlississinewa country. He 
knew their language and habits well. 
One cold night in January, )8:)j, Kwing 
stopped at the cabin of an Indian friend, 
old Mnk-koiis>kWR. which Jacob P. Dunn 
interprets a.s meaning Little Bear Wom- 
an. 
She was the widow of an Indian 


crony of Kwiug's and, the trader was al- 
ways welcome at her cabin. They ate u 
hearty Supper and then sat by ihe lire 
to talk. They gossiped for a time and 
then Kwing expressed a wish to go to 
bed. Little Hear Woman insisted that 
he remain up yet a little

Memorial at the Grave. 


The story of the finding of the lost 


Frances Slocum was scattered broadcast 
and she became a subject of great in- 
terest. She died in 1848 and, with her 
husband, slecos in the Bundy ccmeterj, 
cast of Peru.

memorial at the grave.
